A recent  .article  in  Life  Magazine  has  drawn  attention 
to  long  term  climatic  trends.  Of  particular  interest  is  tlie 
state  of  our  present  climate  and  the  trend  it  is  taking. 

One  may  ask  why  are  we  concerned  with  such  long 
term  changes?  Does  such  a study  have  any  relevance? 

Independent  studies  made  in  1962  by  both  Russian 
and  American  scientists  showed  that  during  the  great  ice 
age  almost  one  hundred  million  cubic  kilometers  of  ice 
covered  large  areas  of  the  earth’s  lands.  Stacking  this  much 
ice  up  on  the  land  caused  a reduction  or  lowering  of  sea 
level  of  over  500  feet. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  alDout  35  million  cubic 
kilometers  of  ice  left  on  the  earth.  If  this  ice  were  all  to 
melt  it  could  mean  a rising  sea  level  of  almost  200  feet. 
Since  most  of  the  large  cities  of  the  world  are  coastal  cities 
it  is  easy  to  see  that  such  a rise  would  leave  most  of  the 
people  in  the  world  homeless. 

On  the  other  hand  if  ice  is  accumulating  then  we  can 
expect  sea  level  to  drop.  This  too  would  have  imix)rtant 
economic  effects  on  coastal  cities.  Whether  or  not  either  of 
the  above  case  is  to  take  place  is  the  concern  of  geographers 
and  others  who  study  the  earth’s  energy  balance. 

The  very  oldest  weather  records  are  for  less  than  200 
yeai-s  and  because  of  poor  instruments  are  not  reliable.  To 
determine  climatic  trends  we  should  have  records  for  hun- 
dreds and  preferably  thousands  of  years.  Since  no  such 
records  are  available  climatic  patterns  and  trends  have 
been  a guessing  game  for  a great  many  investigators. 

Various  techniques  for  dating  past  climates  have  been 
used  with  varying  degrees  of  success.  One  such  technique 
was  pioneered  by  Douglas  in  Arizona.  This  involved  an 
examination  of  tree  rings  in  very  old  trees. 

The  assumption  here  is  that  warm  or  moist  climate 
produces  thick  rings  whereas  cold  or  dry  climates  would 
produce  thin  rings.  By  examining  very  old  trees  climatic 
trends  in  various  parts  of  the  world  have  been  deduced. 
However,  because  the  thickness  of  tree  rings  can  be  af- 
fected by  other  factors,  this  system  has  not  been  completely 
satisfactory.  Correlations  between  tree  rings  for  different 
parts  of  the  country  have  shown  different  climates  at  dif- 
ferent times,  etc. 

Glaciers  have  also  been  studied  as  historians  of  cli- 
mate. In  digging  down  into  these  bodies  of  snow  and  ice  the 
thickness  of  annual  layers  suggests  the  type  of  climate 
experienced  during  any  given  year.  Since  glaciers  are  con- 
stantly moving  and  most  of  them  are  only  a few  thousand 
feet  thick  climate  studies  by  this  technique  have  been  few 
and  expensive  to  make.  A recent  core  taken  from  the 
Antarctic  ice  cap  is  over  7,000  feet  long  and  has  great  pro- 
mise for  revealing  secrets  of  climates  of  perhaps  many 
thousands  of  years  duration. 

The  Pleistocene  (great  ice  age)  began  perhaps  a mil- 
lion years  ago.  Since  that  time  ice  has  accumulated  over 
large  parts  of  the  earth  four  different  times.  Each  of  these 
periods  of  ice  growth  was  separated  by  long  interglacial 
periods  where  there  is  good  evidence  to  believe  the  ice 
disappeared  from  the  earth  completely.  The  maximum 
extent  of  ice  of  the  last  or  most  recent  period  of  ice  gi'owth 
has  been  only  a few  thousand  years  ago. 

Whether  or  not  we  are  entering  an  interglacial  period 
at  the  present  or  still  in  a period  of  ice  growth  has  not  been 
determined.  Recent  studies  in  the  Antarctic  have  shown 
that  the  ice  there  is  growing  at  a very  rapid  rate. 

In  fact,  at  the  present  rate  of  growth  the  Antarctic 
could  have  been  ice  free  as  little  as  6,000  years  ago.  How- 
ever, the  importance  of  the  present  trend  or  the  length  of 
the  trend  has  not  been  determined.  Undoubtedly  an  an- 
alysis of  the  new  core  will  help  to  solve  the  mysteiy  of  our 
present  long  term  climatic  trend.

Capt.  Nielson

A veteran  of  last  Tuesday’s  free  forum,  I asked  BYU 
Security  Chief  Swen  Nielson  to  appear  in  the  interviewer 
this  week. 

Security’s  role  on  campus  has  changed  a lot  in  recent 
years.  BYU  is  now  fifth  largest  community  in  Utah  and  it 
demands  a modern,  well-equipped  police  force. 

Captain  Nielson  joined  the  administration  in  1961  to 
head  the  Security  staff  following  a stint  on  the  Los  Angeles 
police  force. 

“I’ve  always  been  interested  in  law  enforcement,”  com- 
mented the  Danish-born  graduate  of  Los  Angeles  State  Col- 
lege. 

“Are  students  on  this  campus  guilty  of  a lot  of  pranks 
on  their  own  police  force?”  I asked. 

“We  haven’t  had  any  unusual  pranks  in  the  last  few 
years,  perhaps  the  students  have  changed.  I remember  one 
year  when,  on  April  1st,  a student  wired  the  patrol  cars  so 
the  siren  went  on  every  time  the  ignition  was  charged.” 

Turning  to  a more  serious  topic  I questioned  him  on  the 
limit  of  Security’s  authority  when  chasing  someone. 

“We  have  the  right  of  fj'esh  pursuit.  Our  legal  authority 
doesn’t  end  when  we  leave  campus,  but  we  prefer  not  to.” 

UNDERCOVER  AGENTS 

Recently  there  has  been  a lot  of  talk  about  the  use  of 
undercover  agents,  what  created  the  need  ? 

“The  influx  of  drug  violations  was  the  real  reason. 
It’s  the  type  of  crime  that  has  no  victim.  The  pusher  isn’t 
going  to  report  anything  and  the  user  certainly  isn’t,  so  to  do 
any  good  at  all  we  must  use 
undercover  operators.” 

Do  undercover  agents  ever 
have  to  take  any  of  the  drugs  ? 

“No,  we  urge  them  not 
to  take  part.  We  train  them 
as  much  as  we  can  but  they’re 
not  professionals.” 

Do  you  solicit  the  under- 
cover help? 

“No,  it’s  usually  someone 
who  has  obseived  something 
and  is  genuinely  concerned. 
These  people  are  never  paid

Russian  Klimov  Proves  Virtuosity

Valery  Klimov  proved  last,  night 
that  the  music  world  continues  to 
discover  unknowns. 

Not  only  is  he  a great  virtuoso, 
as  shown  in  the  Sonata  in  A major 
by  Beethoven  and  the  Ysaye  unac- 
companied Sonata,  but  he  demon- 
strates great  sensitivity  for  tradi- 
tional and  contemporary  works. 

His  double  stops  were  confidently 
in  tune,  secure;  (a  double  stop  is 
the  playing  of  two  strings  at  once;) 
and  his  Beethoven  ornamentation 
was  crystal-like  in  texture.  Even 
though  it  was  delicate,  the  Presto 
(Beetoven)  was  rollicking  and  ro- 
bust in  nature. 

The  lesser-known  works  were  of 
great  musical  interest,  especially 
the  Sonata  in  B minor  by  Baba- 
janian,  a dissonant  but  romantic 
work.  Although  out  of  context,  the 
Stravinsky  work  was  also  brilliant. 

His  accompanist,  Leonid  Block, 
was  remarkably  well-equipped  tech- 
nically and  artistically.  Both  artists 


were  of  one  mind  in  their  well-pol- 
ished presentation.

or  ten  encores. 

It  is  much  to  the  credit  of  the 
Soviet  Union  to  produce  artists  of 
the  calibre  of  Mr.  Klimov  and  the 
soprano  Bella  Rudenko,  of  the  last 
concert.
